WILMINGTON, N.C., Oct. 15 
(AP)—Hurricane Hazel, packing 
100-mile-an-hour winds, headed 
for Virginia this afternoon after 
blasting its way nearly 150 miles 
over eastern North Carolina. 

It picked up speed as it moved 
along after causing havoc along 
the Carolinas beaches, where 
millions of dollars worth of 
property was damaged. Houses 
and coastal installations were 
washed away by towering tides 
resulting from the storm. 

There were no immediate re- 
ports of serious casualties. Most 
coastal residents, forewarned, 
sought safety in schools, 
churches, armories and other 
strong buildings. Some minor 
injuries were reported. 

Normally, hurricanes diminish 
rapidly in foree once they strike 
land. 

Winds Extends 300 Miles. 


of Raleigh, 

a 100-mile wallop in the 
small center of 50- to 70-mile 
winds extending outward as far 
as 300 miles east and north and 
100 miles scuth and west of 
center. 

Torrential rains accompany- 
ing the eighth tropical storm of 
the season broke one of the 
worst drouts in the history of 
the Carolinas. Heavy rain féll 
in a big area outside the storm’s 
path. 

The storm was moving north- 
ward at 30 to 35 miles an hour 
and picking up speed. It was ex- 
pected to pass close. to ‘the 
Washington area about 7 or 8 
o’clock tonight, continuing {nto 
northeast Pennsylvania and New 
York state. 

The storm will Pass about 100 
miles west of New York City 
around midnight tonight, the 
New York weatherman predict- 
ed late today. He said the city 
could expect gale-force winds. 

High tides are expected along 
the coast from the Virginia 
capes north, with dangerous 
tides in the Chesapeake bay area 
and along the Potomac river. 

Snarled communications de- 
layed damage reports hours aft- 
er the storm had swept past the 
coastline. Some communities 
probably will be isolated for 
days. Fallen trees and washed- 
out bridges blocked many high- 
ways. 

National guard companies 
were called out in Both North 
Carolina and South Carolina to 
help in salvage work and to pre- 
vent looting. 

At least two fishing boats 
were reported missing at 
Georgetown, but they may have 
put into an isolated creek for 


highway patrol reported three 
freighters broke loose from 
their moorings at Wilmington 
and were moving down the Cape 
Fear river. There was a possi- 
bility they might strike high- 
way bridges in their path.

The announcement reflected a 
basic change in Defense Depart- 
ment thinking about the advis- 
ability of pressing ahead with 
nuclear power for ships. 

While the Navy has gone 
ahead ,with development of 
atomic. power for submarines, 
its work on atomic power for 
carriers was suspended last year 
by Defense Secretary Charles E. 
Wilson, Wilson explained at the 
time that while there would be 
special 
submarines, there would be no 
special merit to an atomic-pow- 
ered aircraft carrier.

Under this plan, the City of 
St. Loufs would advance funds 
for rushing the expressways 
through in five years, with the 
state, which has agreed to spend 
$8,000,000 a year on this work 
here, to reimburse the city later. 

Routes Well Located. 

“Generally speaking, the pro- 
posed Boone, Twain and Ozark 
routes are well located to make 
a maximum reduction of traffic 
congestion on main thorough- 
fares leading to the downtown 
area,” Reid continued. “But the 
Ozark route would render still 
greater service if it could be lo- 
cated farther north, closer te 
Gravois avenue.” °* 

The Daniel Boone Express- 
way, with two branches pro- 
posed to terminate near Elev- 
enth street, ultimately should be 
extended all the way eastward 
to Third street, the panel con- 
cluded.

it. Thomas J. Hines, 19-year-old 
motorist who chose to go to driv-| 
ing school Aug. 16 rather than 
pay a $75 fine for speeding, was 
fined $175 today by Police Judge 
Robert G. Dowd, who found 
Hines guilty of three other traf- 
fic offenses. 

After entering a plea of not 
guilty, Hines, of the 8500 block

ported seeing the 40-room, four- 
story Breakers Hotel near Caro- 
lina Beach, N.C., south of Wil- 
mington, collapse after winds 
had ripped off its roof.

The turbulent Atlantic washed 
across big sections of the “outer 
banks,” a sandy barrier reef 
lying off most of the North 
Carolina mainiand. 

Wireless reports from the 
Diamond Shoals lightship, its 
mushroom anchors holding firm- 
ly in the treacherous sands 15 
miles off Cape Hatteras, report- 
ed winds of 85 miles an hour at 
11:15 a.m. 

Gov. William B. Umstead, 
from his sickbed in a Durham 
(N.C.) hospital, ordered out 
three North Carolina National 
Guard units at the request of 
Wilmington’s city manager. 

In response to a radioed ap- 
peal from Mayor Ernest Wil- 
liams of Myrtle Beach, a resort 
halfway up the South Carolina 
coast, Gov. James F, Byrnes or- 
dered the Conway Tank Batta- 
lion to duty to prevent looting. 
It is composed of several officers 
and 50 men. All Myrtle Beach 
telephone lines were down. 

Waves Do Most Damage. 


The tropical storm, which 
wrought heavy damage and loss 
of life in Haiti Tuesday, struck 
the United States mainland a 
severe blow, but towering waves 
caused more damage along the 
coast than wind. 


The Miami weather bureau, 
hurricane forecasting headquar- 
ters, reported in an advisory 
that the storm center crossed 
the coastline a short distance 
east of Myrtle Beach at 9:15 a.m. 

Associated Press photographer 
Rudy Faircloth reported from 
Myrtle Beach watching a prac- 
tically undamaged house with 
attached garage float majesti- 
cally out to sea, its weather vane 
proudly turning. 

Dr. Waldo H. Jones, hurricane 
warning officer at Myrtle Beach, 
estimated winds there at 100 to 
120 miles an hour. He said tides 
were nine to 11 feet above_nor- 


_j erably westward in the night. 


For a time it appeared headed 
more toward the Charleston 
(S.C.) area, where winds tore 
down some power lines and 
plunged part of the city in dark- 
ness. 

Because it had veered west- 
ward after plowing steadily to- 
ward North Carolina all day 
yesterday, the storm found few- 
er preparations against the dev- 
astating wind. 

The Citadel Shelters Refugees. 

At Charleston the Red Cross 
set up disaster headquarters at 
3:30 a.m., and asked that beaches 
be evacuated. The armory 0 
the Citadel, South Carolina mili- 
tary college, was opened for 
white evacuees and could hold 
up to 10,000. A Negro shelter 
was established in Charleston 
county hall to accommodate. as 
many as 6000. All along the 
coast similar facilities were set 
up in great haste. 

One hurricane hunting plane 
following the storm developed 
engine trouble and was forced 
to land at West Palm Beach, 
Fla. Its crew said the hurricane 
was “‘very severe with an eye so 
small that we could not keep our 
plane in it.” 

Capt. William E. Harrell of 
Irvington, N.J., meteorologist on 
the plane, said the eye was only 
eight miles in diameter and 
reached upward 30,000 to 40,000

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Oct. 
15 (AP)—The United Nations 
Security Council decided last 
night to wait for an on-the-spot 
investigation before debating 
Israel's complaint that Egypt 
seized an Israeli freighter enter- 
ing the Suez canal. 

The ll-nation Council heard 
Israeli and Egyptian versions of 
the Sept. 28 seizure of the 500- 
ton Bat Galim and then, by 
unanimous consent, adjourned 
pending a report on the incident 
from the U.N. Egyptian-Israeli 


Mixed Armistice Commission. 
The report is expected within 
two weeks. 

Move to Adjourn. 

Lebanon first suggested such 
an adjournment early in the 
four-hour meeting. Brazil fol- 
lowed up the suggestion with a 
formal motion, and _ Britain, 
France, the United States, New 
Zealand and Colombia spoke in 
favor of the motion. 

The Council met at Israel's 
request and immediately adopted 
as its agenda Israel’s complaint. 

Israeli delegate Abba Eban 
told the Council that Egyptian 
searches and seizures, main- 
tained since the .1948 Palestine 
war, had stopped nine-tenths of 
the shipping that might other- 
wise have passed through the 
cana] to Israel. He said they 
were illegal and particularly vio- 
lated a 1951 Security Council 
resolution. 

The Israeli delegate said that 
as the Bat Galim approached the 
canal, bound from Massawa, 
Eritrea, to Haifa with meat, 
hides and plywood, the Egyp- 
tians teok over the craft and its 
crew of 10 though it had not 
fired a shot and had only one 
pistol aboard.

A block generally 
is 5000 acres. Tracts and blocks 
involved in Wednesday's sale of 
97 oil and gas leases did not 
have the same numbers. 

“Through mistake and error 
on the part of those charged 
with the responsibility of draft- 
ing such bids,” 
“the bids which were actually | 
prepared covered tract numbers 
identical to the numbers of the 
blocks with respect to which 
such bids were authorized. 

“As the result of such mis- | 
take. the written bids of Kerr- | 
McGee did not in truth and in 
fact express the intention of 
Kerr-McGee to bid for tracts 
desired by them, but instead 
constituted bids on tracts in 
which Kerr-McGee had no geo- 
logical information or interest 
whatsoever.” 

Clifford pointed out that al- 
though Kerr-McGee actually bid 
on tracts 92, 111, 114, et al, the 
firm intended to bid on blocks 
92. 111, 114, et al. Tracts 41, 48, 


and 51, respectively are _ in 
blocks 92, 111, and 114. 
Kerr-McGee made 12 bids, 


ranging from $100,000 to $4.,- 
116,000. The firm was high bid- 
der for nine tracts.

JUDGE CONVINCED, 
PLANS TO DECLARE 
HITLER DECEASED 


BERCHTESGADEN, Germany, 
Oct. 15 (UP)—Judge Heinrich 
Stephanus, who is investigating 
the last days of Adolf Hitler, 
said today he expects to declare 
the Nazi dictator legally dead 
before the end of this year. 

“Our investigations leave no 
doubt that Hitler ended his life 
on April 30, 1945, in the Reichs- 
chancellery,” Stephanus said. 

He delivered his. informal 
opinion as he prepared to inter- 
rogate Dr. Fritz Echtmann, a 
dentist who made false teeth for 
Hitler and for Eva Braun, who 
died with him in the flaming 
ruins of Berlin as the Russians 
overran the city. 

No one serious!y doubts that 
Hitler is dead, but Stephanus is 
conducting his investigation with 
thoroughness. He already has 
questioned a dozen witnesses 
and expects to take testimony 
from several more before mak- 
ing an official ruling.

FIC ISSUES RULES ON CLAIMS 


‘MADE FOR SOIL CONDITIONERS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP) 
—The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion today issued trade practice 
rules designed to protect pur- 
chasers against false claims in 
the sale of recently developed 
chemical soil conditioners. 

The materials have been of- 
fered in recent years as aids in 
improving the resistance of soil 
to surface crusting and in im- 
proving its ease of cultivation. 

Under these rules, it is de- 
| clared to be a deceptive trade 
| practice to make such represen- 
tations as these: 

That it will improve crops in 
any soil, that it is.a substitute 
for fertilizer, that it is a com- 
plete substitute for added nat- 
ural organic matter, that it will 
effect an appreciable change of 
the soil texture, that it will have 
permanent effect. 

The commission also declared 
it to be an unfair trade practice 
to represent or imply that such 
products effectively treat soils 
by surface application. 


LEGION SPURNS BID TO SEAT 
REPRESENTATIVE ON UNESCO 


INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 15 (AP) 
—The executive committee of 
the American Legion, voting 
51-6, rejected a bid to seat a 
representative on the United 
States commission to UNESCO, 
a Legion spokesman said today. 

The rebuff to the United Na- 
tions Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization was passed 
at the insistence of the Legion’s 
Americanism Commission, which 
contended it has evidence a 
number of Communist sympa- 
thizers are members of the 
American delegation. 

The invitation to the Legion 
stemmed from an investigation 
of UNESCO started in March 
1952 by the Legion. At the na- 
tional Legion convention in 
Washington last month, the vVet- 
erans’ organization adopted a 
resolution deploring use of 
UNESCO material in American 
schools.

The Oranje Line motor ship 
Prins Willem V, its starboard 
bow caved in by a collision with | 
a Sinclair Oil Co. barge being 
towed by a tug, went down in 
80 feet of water three miles off 
the Milwaukee harbor. 

The collision occurred in 
rough water but there was no} 
fog. Coast Guardsmen who res- | 
cued Capt. Pierre J. A. Huil- | 
mand of Rotterdam and his 
crew said they plowed through | 


six-foot swells in their crash | ockers, toilet facilities and the | 


boats. | 

The 258-foot, 2726-ton ship, | 
carrying a general cargo, was | 
outbound from 
Canada and Europe. The tug 
was headed into the Milwaukee | 
harbor. Ocean-going ships reach | 
the Great Lakes through the St. 
Lawrence river. 

Investigation Begins. 

Comdr. Edward Clark of the 
Marine Inspection Division 
started an official investigation 
of the crash. There was no im- 
mediate explanation of the col- 
lision. 

Boatswain Third Class Bruce 
Witte of Milwaukee, in charge 
of one of the Coast Guard crash 
boats on the scene, told what he 
saw. 

“The Willem’s starboard bow 
was caved in and she was start- 
ing to list when we got there,” 
he said. “The captain and one 
man still were aboard and we 
nosed up on the listing side and 
took them off. She was going 
down then and after we backed 
off she nosed down and under. 

“The barge was damaged on 
the side and the forward end 
was partly submerged. It was 
still fastened to the tug by the 
cable. 

“The crew of the Dutch ship | 
was in its own lifeboats, five in | 
one and 22 in the other. We| 
took them off and then towed | 
the lifeboats in. It wasn’t very 
rough, the swells were running | 
about six feet.”

Reds Reach 
For Power 
In Indonesia 


Economic Crisis 
Sets Stage for 
Possible Rule by 
Communists.

ISPATCHES from Indonesia 
indicate a worsening eco- 
nomic-political situation 
which is bringing the Commu- 
nist party there ever closer to 
striking distance of power. 

They tell of skyrocketing 
prices, of shortages of bread, 
canned foods, powdered milk 
and other foodstuffs, of hoarding 
and of complaints, by importers 
that they are the victims of 
shakedowns by political parties. 

More ominously, the army 
chief of staff, Maj. Gen. Bam- 
bang Sugeng, who has been at 
odds with the Defense Ministry, 
apparently is having a difficult 
time preventing the ministry 
from arming what may amount 
to a Communist-controlled mi- 
litia. 

Indonesia is endowed with 
abundant natural resources that 
should preclude mass hunger 
even for the poorest people in 
the countryside. Unless the sky- 
rocketing prices directly affect 
such a basic thing as rice, they 
are not likely to have a pro- 
found effect upon the masses of 
the population. 

But in the case of Indonesia 
the masses are not. involved in 
the political maneuvering. 

It is in the cities, among only 
a small fraction of the nation’s 


70,000,000 le, that the con- 
test for in nce and power 
goes on. Shortages of bread, 


milk, canned meats, white flour 
and the like have a. decided ef- 
fect on this group—the source 
of Indonesia’s political and eco- 
nomic leaders and the only ‘sig- 
nificant force in the country 
today. 

The dangerous elements which 
have been present in Indonesia's 
politics ever since it gained sov- 
ereignty from the Dutch are 
coming more anad more to the 
fore. Thus, Gen. Sugeng, ap- 
parently on the verge of being 
forced from his job as chief of 
staff, has been hard put to pre- 
vent the rise of what could 
amount to a Communist police 
force. 

The Communists long have 
been campaigning for arms for 
an organization called Perbepsi. 
Those are the initials of a group 
called “The Union of Former 
Guerrilla Fighters,” whose mem- 
bers took part in the under- 
grouné war against the Dutch. 
It is now a Communist-domi- 
nated group and probably Com- 
munist controlled, 


ganization—ostensibly to fight 
the terroristic Dar Ui-Islam 
(State of Islam) organization 
which seeks a totally Moslem 
state—has been supported for 
some time now by defense Min- 
ister Iwa Kusumasumantri. 

But Gen. Sugeng has com- 
plained that the defense minister 
was attempting to use the army 
as a political instrument. This 
has dangerous overtones in a 
country in which the govern- 
ment—except for Premier Ali 
Sastroamijojo and Foreign Min- 
ister Sunarjo—is made up large- 
ly of men who have no particu- 
lar popular following. 

The Communists now support 
the government. For some time 
they have been in a position 
where they could precipitate a 
crisis if they chose. They have 
not done so, apparently following 
international instructions to 
Communists to pursue parlia- 
mentary tactics. Moreover, if 
the present nationalist govern- 
ment fell, it would likely be suc- 
ceeded by the Moslem Masjumi, 
which has made it plain what it 
would do about Co " 

The danger in Indonesia seems 
to be that the Communists are 
patiently setting the stage for 
the time when the signal comes

GALLUP POLL 
60 Pct. of Voters Questioned

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China’s Status Grows 


The signing of a trade agreement between 
India and Communist China, together with Prime 
Minister Nehru’s forthcoming visit to Peiping, 
will give new prestige and status to Mao Tse- 
tung’s regime. Neither event, however, is 
likely to do so much in that direction as the re- 
cent Soviet-Chinese agreements by which the 
Russians agree to take their troops out of Port 
Arthur. 

As postwar experience has shown, Soviet 
troops seldom move out of strategic positions 
voluntarily, and Port Arthur is a valuable strate- 
gic post. 

When the Russians and the Chinese Commu- 
nists made their first accords in February 1950, 
the Russians agreed to leave Port Arthur by 
1952. When that time came, however, the Chi- 
nese “invited” the Russians to stay, because of 
the war in Korea and the presence of American 
troops on thé Asian mainland. It seemed likely 
that another pretext to avoid withdrawal would 
be found when necessary, but instead Moscow 
has now undertaken to honor its commitment. 


How to interpret this striking change in rela- 
tions between Russia and China? Some State 
Department officials are saying that it just 
proves what they have said all along—that China 
and the Soviet Union are drawing closer to- 
gether and that any hope of “Titoism” is vain. 
But in Europe and among some foreign diplo- 
mats in Washington the view seems to prevail 
that the new agreements definitely raise China 
from the status of puppet to that of equal part- 
ner. And some observers feel that Russia would 
not have made this concession at Port Arthur 
except under strong pressure from the Chinese. 


There may or may hot be friction between the 
two Communist states, but in any event it seems 
clear that China’s status in the partnership has 
been growing. If that is true, it would be a mis- 
take to base American Asia policy on the as- 
sumption that China is a dependent and helpless 
tool of Moscow. Whether we like China's grow- 
ing importance or not, it would be folly to ig- 
nore it. 
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Clearing the County Air 

St. Louis county’s proposed Charter amend- 
ment for a trained, non-political police depart- 
ment has been indorsed by the St. Louis Crime 
Commission, and for a very good reason. As 
noted by James W. Connor, commission director, 
the county's existing sheriff-constable system is 
based on the political popularity of the incum- 
bents, not on ability to enforce the law. 

This means that electioneering becomes an 
accepted adjunct to police work, and that spells 
trouble—not only in St. Louis county, but in the 
whole metropolitan area. Police work and poli- 
tics do not mix without forming a compound that 
usually smells to high heaven. Passage of the 
Charter amendment Nov. 2 will de a lot for the 
atmosphere in the vicinity of Meramec and 
Central.

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Atomic Sub and Supersonic Plane 

There have been two unpleasant surprises for 
the nation in the field of military technology. 
Defective piping found in the Nautilus is ex- 
pected to keep the world’s first atomic-powered 
submarine from undergoing its sea-going tests 
for three months and perhaps longer. The De- 
partment of Defense admits that Soviet Russia 
has “aircraft faster than the speed of sound” 
with which to deliver atomic bombs while our 
own Air Force has only recently received simi- 
lar planes. 

Last June 22 the New York Times expert on 
Soviet Russia, Harry Schwartz, wrote: “Soviet 
spokesmen have been making statements during 
the last six months that, if true, suggest that 
this country has very little lead in military tech- 
nology and at worst is lagging in some key 
technological fields.” Right now we apparently 
are neck and neck with Russia in planes and 
atomic weapons and our bid to leave Russia far 
behind in underwater supremacy of the seas is 
not nearly ready to be made. 

It is some consolation to know that the explo- 
sion in the Nautilus was due to the piping and 
not to any defect in the atomic plant. It would 
be more satisfying to know why the inspectors 
for the shipbuilders and those for the Navy 
failed to detect the faulty piping before it was 
installed. 

After all the progress that we have made in 
the field of atomic propulsion, and the talking 
we have done about it, it is embarrassing and 
frustrating to find that an error in a relatively 
simple field has delayed a major project. 
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Step Ahead for the Airport 

The Municipal Airport Commission has been 
considerably strengthened under terms of a bill 
passed by the Board of Aldermen and signed 
by Mayor Tuckér. The once unwieldy advisory 
body has been cut from 15 members to eight, 
and their responsibilities have been substantially 
enlarged. Specifically, they are now charged 
with the actual planning, management and oper- 
ation of all present and future city airports. This 
means that henceforth the commission will be 
giving directions, not advice. Whether this will 
lead to improved planning and management re- 
mains to be seen. But by centering authority 
and responsibility in one body a favorable cli- 
mate is created, and that is a real gain. 
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Nixon, Dixon and Yates 
Vice President Nixon’s defensive statements 
about the proposed Dixon-Yates contract are 
doing little to clarify that troubled issue. 


Mr. Nixon says the criticism that there was no - 


competitive bidding is “a phony charge,” when 
the Administration’s own General Accounting 
Office—the watehdog of the treasury—declared 
in June that “letting the contract to the lowest 
bidder” should have been considered. 


The Vice President goes on to assert that this,

Not only were competitive bids not invited— 
a competitive bid by the Von Treschow interests 
of New York City was choked off. A legal tech- 
nicality was exploited to inject the Atomic Ener- 
gy Commission—already burdened with more 
important matters—inio power brokerage opera- 
tions for which it was never designed. And the 
scheme was forced along by presidential direc- 
tive against the judgment of a majority of 
both the AEC and the TVA boards of directors. 

Nothing about any of this was “standard.” 

Finally Mr. Nixon says it is untrue that the 
contract was secretly arrived at. Yet the negotia- 
tions have been going on at least six months and 
the contract has gone through nine drafts but the 
pub stockholders of public and co- 
operative power systems whose investments are

affected—has not seen a copy of the contract 
yet. The facts themselves contradict Mr. Nixon 
at every point about this costly, arbitrary, 
secretive and highly unusual proceeding. 
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740,000 Down the Drain 


In a move to improve its operations the St, 
Louis School Board has abolished its three 
standing committees. While this is no earth-shak- 
ing change, substantial benefits could accrue to 
the taxpayer if certain board members are there- 
by discouraged from meddling in the day-to-day 
job of running the schools. | 

Board members are elected to make policy, 
not to administer the system. As a matter of 
fact, few members are competent to run so com- 
plex an enterprise even if they had the time to 
devote to it, Actual operations are delegated to 
four paid executives from whom the board may 
at any time demand an accounting. 

One place where an accounting is forcefully 
indicated is the shops division of the Building 
Department. The survey of this division by the 
business consultants, A. T. Kearney & Co., 
showed that the shops operated last year with 
excessive costs running to $740,000. This is just 
about half the total that Kearney listed as un- 
necessary spending on non-teaching services. 

Where does the money ‘go? Ineffective plan- 
ning, lack of supérvision, excessive labor costs 
and lack of competition are eating up vast 
amounts, Kearney reports. Most of the jobs 
turned out by the shops could Have been done 
cheaper if the work had been let to private con- 
tractors. More important, money saved could 
have been used to reduce the size of individual 
classes, and that is what people expect the 
School Board to. accomplish. 

What to do about the shops and the executives 
who wallow around in this sloppy and wasteful 
operation are among the first matters the board 
is going to be called upon to handle through 
its new committee apparatus. If the Kearney re- 
port is any guide, this ought to provide a fine 
test of the kind of policy that will be laid down 
from here on out. 
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Birthday for the President 

If there is any American citizen who does not 
wish President Eisenhower well personally as he 
starts his sixty-fifth year, we do not know who 
or where that citizen is. Those who may differ 
with the Chief Executive on matters of public 
policy are glad to know that his health is excel- 
lent and that he is relaxed after his vacation. 

The ordeal of Mr. Eisenhower's high office, 
which must always be with him to a large de- 
gree even when he seeks respite on a golf-course 
or a trout stream, now bears down heavy on him 
again. Quick on the heels of his farm policy ad- 
dress in Indianapolis will come other demands 
of the congressional campaign. He is Being told 
he must do more for his party’s nominees, He 
is being told he is already doing as much as he 
should do. Complex problems that have been 
held up await his return to Washington. He will 
need his ability to smile as he digs into them. 

We hope the President enjoys many more 
birthdays and that the ¢andles on his cakes al- 
ways burn brightly. It is a thought that 160,- 
000,000 Americans hold in unison.

The Mob Loses in Delaware 
The effort of die-hards to re-establish racial 
segregation in the publie schools of Milford, 
Del., has suffered a severe setback. A chaficery 


court ruled that Negro pupils have “a clear legal — 


right” to attend Milford schools while their suit 
for permanent admission is pending. The school 
board is to be enjoined from excluding the 
Negroes. 

This legal victory is important but equally so 
is the fact that Delaware public officials are 
vigorously upholding the cause of law and order- 
ly process in the face of incitements of mob 
spirit. 

Republican Gov. J. Caleb Boggs ordered the 
arrest of Bryant Bowles, outside organizer of the 
segregation forces in Milford, on a charge of 
conspiring to violate the state education law by 
leading a boycott of the schools. At the court 
hearing on the Negro pupils’ suit for admission, 
Attorney General H, Albert Young appeared on 
behalf of the pupils, and pledged that the full 
authority of the state would be brought to bear 
to preserve law and order if the court ordered 
a return to integration. 

Mr. Young had the courage to declare, in a 
courtroom crowded by hostile supporters of 
Bowles, that Milford had succumbed to “mob 
rule” under a “leader peddling hypocrisy and 


‘prejudice.” He told the court that if integration 


were ordered resumed, the Governor and Dela- 
ware’s two United States Senators were pre- 
pared to lead the 10 Negro children by the hand 
into Milford High School. 

No doubt there will be other ‘chapters to the 
Delaware story. But Americans everywhere are 
inspired by this readiness of the state’s respon- 
sible officials to challenge @ lawless mob. We 
are confident that Gov. Boggs and Attorney Gen- 
eral Youfig speak for the great majority of Dela- 
ware citizens. Yet it would be easy for majority 
opinion to retreat before an organized minority 
if Delaware's political leaders had taken the easy 
way of running out: on the Milford dispute. They 
chose to fight for law and decency, and that is a 
fight which must be won. 
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The Guided Missiles Programs 


Secretary of Defense Wilson has.at last got 
around to naming a committee of top level 
Pentagon officials, iticluding Adm. Radford, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and Don- 
eld A. Quarles, in charge of research and de- 
velopment, to investigate and report on the 


guided missiles programs of the three services. ' 


The powerful Senate Appropriations Cominit- 
tee last June criticized the program as “disor- 
ganized” and ordered Mr. Wilson to investigate 
and report by next Jan. 15. | 

In the early stages of missile development it 
was probable that numerous and parallel lines 
of research hastened progress in the relatively 
new field. But in the last two or three years it 
appears likely that thefe has been too much 
overlapping and duplication. And service jeal- 
ousies also entered in as the committee empha- 
sized when it declared: “Service witnesses in 
almost every instance, while lauding the char 
acteristics of the missiles under production for 
their particular service, had a tendency to be- 
little the programs of the sister services.” 

There is no doubt that the committee ap- 
pointed by Secretary Wilson has something to 
investigate. Guided missiles, on which $500,- 
000,000 is spent annually, within the not .too 
distant future are expected to supplant manned. 


bomber and fighter aircraft. It may well be that —

More than 100 industrial districts throughout nation offer 
landscaped spaciousness, without excessive smoke or noise; 
railroads, realty firms and civic groups sponsor them; seme 
even have clubs, banks and hospitals; they're good business,

Industrial districts are looking like 
green pastures to more and more busi- 
ness men. These districts are tracts of 
land running from a hundred to thou- 
sands of acres. They are planned com- 
munities for the location of factories, 
warehouses and other industrial build- 
ings. The sponsors may be railroads, 
individuals, real estate firms or civic 
org tions. 

Residents usually are limited to in- 
dustries whose operations cause no 
odors and no excessive noises or smoke. 
Buildings must be only one story high, 
and ample space must be provided for 
lawns, landscaping and employe parking. 

Today there are over 100 industrial 
districts scattered across the country, 
most of them new since World War II. 


Pennsylvafia Railroad’s Raritan 
township development near Metuchen, 
N.J., gives an idea of the impact of an 
industrial district on an area. Devel- 
oped in ¢o-operation with Public Serv- 
ice Electric & Gas Co., Elizabeth Gas 
Co., and township officials, from 378 
acres of farm land, it has drawn a dozen 
firms giving jobs to 7000 people. 

Pennsylvania estimates the area’s 
purchasing power has been increased 
by $25,000,000. Among the companies 
that have built plants or are building 
them: Ford Motor Co., Johnson & John- 
son, Socony Paint Products, Pabco 
Products, Westinghouse, U.S. Envelope 
Co., and Johnson Wax. 

In Dallas is the bustling Trinity dis- 
trict. This 1100-acre project, opened in 
1945 by industrial Properties Corp., has 
attracted some 250 enterprises ranging 
actories mak- 
ired boilers. About 50

“We've never figured it out on an ac- 
tual dollars-and-cents basis, but there 
are obvious savings. In New York and 
Baltimore, we're located in old, con- 
gested factory areas. That means, for 
one thing, costly delays getting in and 
out of cramped quarters with trucks. 

“Then our buildings in the East are 
multi-storied. Materials-handling costs 
are higher than where you use lift 
trucks, or conveyors, on a one-floor 
level. 

“In planned districts, you have more 
room and less dirt. Also, you know= 
what kind of next-door neighbor you'll 
have, and what kind of building he'll 
live in, 80 you know that the attractive 
character of the community will con- 
tinue. Property values tend to stay up, 
so your investment is sounder.” 


Not only is the Santa Fe’s Central 
Manufacturing District in Los Angeles 
a successful real estate enterprise, but 
it’s putting 75,000 carloads of freight 
annually on Santa Fe’s rails: that’s 
4 per cent of all the cars handled by 
the road last year. 


Railroad msored districts include 
Union Pacific’s Fairfax Industrial Dis- 
trict in Kansas City. 


The Minnesota Transfer Railway, a 
100-mile switching line serving Min- 
nheapolis and St. Paul, collaborated in- 
formally with the local Midway Civic 
Club to develop the Midway Industrial 
District. 


However, one of the club’s projects 
was to develop the district as a cen- 
ter for the rails’ rivals, the inter-city 
truckers.

Central, which controls six industrial 
communities octupying 900 acres, has 
financed up to 80 per cent of a manu- 
facturer’s Jand and building require- 
ments. It will either sell or lease land.

A Devotional Journey 
THE PATH TO ROME, by Hilelre Bellee, (Henry 

Regnery Co., 448 pgs., $3.75.) 

When, a year ago (July, 1953), Hilaire 
Belloc died, aged 82, another of the 
lingering lights of Edwardian Gazzle- 
ment was extinquished. But, books be- 
ing what they are, it seems likely that 
the voice of this prose writer of “almost 
formidable competence” will be heard 
indefinitely wherever men are wUn- 
ashamed of a relish for language that 
is lively, lusty, contentious, subtle- 
toned, scamperingly gay, whimsical, 
witty, good-humored, per ve — in 
short, that of a master of the essay. 


“By instinct a fanatic, by impulse a 
controversialist, by training a historian” 
(to quote one of 
literature’s chroni- 
clers), Belloe 
poured out hun- 
dreds of newspaper 
and magazine arti- 
cles and many more 
than 100 books of 
history, light verse, 
fiction, biography, 
criticism and trav- 
el. At his best, it 
has been said, he 
was the best prose 
writer of his period 
(G. K. Chesterton, 
George Bernard 
Shaw, and H. G, 
Wells were his fel- 
lows in the “Big Four” of Edwardian 
letters). And he was at his best when, 
in 1902, he brought forth “The Path 
to Rome,” which has become a classic of 
its kind. When he wrote about it in 
his preface to a special edition in 1935, 
Belloc declared that the subject of “this 
hotchpotch of a book” was “Western 
Europe, its landscapes and its past and 
the works of man which glorify it.” 

We read it today as people read it 
then, in “an atmosphere of conflict, 
which conflict is the battle to preserve,

Can’t Top It. 


He did, to be sure, ask for 
another four-power conference.

Had he 
really expected another_confer- 
ence, had he really meant to 
have one, he would have made 
a new offer of some kind. Con- 
ceivably he maf come to that. 

But what he has done so far 
suggests that he does not expect 
to top the London agreements, 
and that he is settling down for 
a spell of co-existence with the 
two Germanies. That would ex- 
plain the fact that he has done 
nothing to tempt the West and 
so much to woo the East Ger- 
mans. In Eastern Germany he 
has acted as if he were running 
for office. 

There is good reason to sup- 
pose that Mr. Molotov has not 
made an offer that would bring 
about a conference because he 
has concluded that no German 
settlement worked out in a con- 
ference can be anything but a 
defeat for the Soviet Union. The

Soviet. It would, moreover, open 
up wide and subversive contact 
with the Poles and the Czecho- 
slovaks. 

For this compelling reason 
Mr. Molotov must be counted 
upon to avoid a German settle- 
ment by four-power agreement. 
As long, therefore, as he does 
not have to agree to a settle- 
ment, he has much to gain by 
attending conferences and talk- 
ing about the settlement that is 
never to come, 


Marking Time. 


If this is correct, the imme- 
diate purpose of Soviet diplo- 
macy is to maintain the two 
Germanies, to keep Eastern Ger- 
many as quiet as possible, and to 
accept the rearmament of West- 
ern Germany. What then? Mr. 
Molotov must have some other 
hopes and intentions beyond the 
preservation of things as they 
are. Moreover he must know as 
well as we do that the partition 
of Germany cannot last for many 
more years. 

Most probably, it seems to me, 
the Soviet view is something 
like this. Having concluded that 
there is no chance of a four- 
power settlement which is satis- 
factory to them, they are look- 
ing forward in the future to a 
direct settlement with a re- 
armed and sovereign Germany. 


For Worriers. 


By offering nothing substan- 
tial now to promote a four- 
power agreement, they are keep- 
ing all their cards in their hands 
for the day when they can play 
for an ultimate settlement. That 
day is not near at hand. Cer- 
tainly it will not come while Mr. 
Adenauer is in power or before 
the new German forces are in 
being. 

If anyone is looking for some- 
thing to worry about, a direct 
German-Soviet settlement will 
serve as a good substitute worry 
for all the talk about the hydro- 
gen bomb. A deal of that kind,

Wild Plant Food for 
Ducks 45 Per Cent 


Under Last Season 


HAVANA, IIL, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
An Illinois game authority said 
that wild plant food supplies 
for wild ducks are 45 per cent 
below last hunting season. The 
waterfowl hunting season in 
Illinois starts Oct. 22. 

Frank Bellrose, Illinois Nat- 
uray History Survey biologist, 
said that high waters in May 
kept the plants from growing. 
Recent boosts in river levels has 
covered more of the plants that 
did grow. 

Bellrose said the ducks may 
not stay in the state as long be- 
cause of the shortage. At the 
same time, he said, waterfowl 
hunters will have better loca- 
tions for blinds under shoreline 
cover because of the higher wa- 
ter and may get more shots be- 
cause of the more widely dis- 
persed birds searching for food. 

A few days ago, Bellrose 
|counted about 54,000 ducks in 
the Illinois river valley. The 
first big mallard flight is ex- 
pected in late October.

Mansfield continued: 

“Saigon is the hub of the 
political crisis. Since the Geneva 
agreement that capital city has 
seethed with intrigue and coun- 
ter intrigue, with rumors and 
counter rumors, The political 
plotting goes on in army circles, 
government circles, foreign cir- 
cles, in party headquarters, in 
police headquarters, and even 
in the demimonde of ill-dis- 
guised gangsters, pirates, and 
extortionists. 

Complicated Situation. 


“The pattern of conflicting 
interest and political rivalry in 
Saigon is complex and devious, 
so much so that it is virtually 
impossible to fix clear-cut re- 
sponsibility for the crisis of in- 
ertia that grips the political life 
of the country. 

“Certain factors in the situa- 
tion, however, are evident and 
tangible. In office at the pres- 
ent time is a government 
headed by Ngo Dinh Diem, pres- 
ident of the Council of Min- 
isters. He has a _ theoretical 
mandate of full powers from 
the chief of state, Bao Dai, who 
in turn derives his authority 
from a combination of a French 
grant and the persistence of the 
symbolic power of his former 
rule as emperor. 


“In reality, however, Diem 
does not control the Viet 
Namese Nationalist army; nor 
does he have power over the 
Surete or the police in the 
Saigon-Cholon area. By special 
arrangements with Bao Dai, the 
latter two are operated by the 
Binh Xuyen, a demimonde or- 
ganization which also controls 


gambling and other question- 
able concessions in Saigon- 
Cholon. 


“Diem’s strength rests on the 
recently arrived refugees and 
on a tenuous alignment with 
two quasi-religious sects, the 
Cao Dai and Hoa Hao, each of 
which has a military force of 
some thousands of men respon- 
sive to its command. 


“Diem has a_ reputation 
throughout Viet Nam for in- 
tense nationalism and equally 
intense incorruptibility, traits 
which have been sorely needed 
in the government of Viet Nam. 
Those who criticize him point to 
his inexperience (he spent many 
years in exile during the period 
1933-54), the fact that he is not 
a native of South Viet Nam and 
his political rigidity which 
makes it difficult for him te 
compromise, 


“Whatever his shortcomings, 
the fact remains that Diem as- 
sumed the presidency on July 7, 
under the most difficult of cir- 
cumstances, after half of the 
country had been lost to the 
Communists, while it was being 
governed by some of his most 
vehement critics. At that time, 
the Vietminh were riding a crest 
of popularity in the aftermath 
of their victory at Dien Bien 
Phu. The national government 
was seriously disorganized, 
Thousands of refugees were 
moving into the south without 
preparations having 
been made for their reception. 


“It might have been expected 
that in such a situation, those 
who professed to be anxious to 
see an independent, non-Com- 
munist government survive in 
Viet Nam—French officials, the 
Viet Namese factions and the 
United States—would support 
the Diem government fully. 

“The policy of the nited 
States has been to give strong 
backing to that government. 
Our State Department officials 
have assisted it in every prac- 
ticable way. Beyond this, how- 
ever, the Diem government has 
had little else in the way of 
tangible support. 


Army Defiance Case in Point. 

“On the contrary, an incred- 
ible campaign of subversion by 
intrigue has gone on in the city 
of Saigon. Occasionally echoes 
of this campaign have reached 
the surface, as in the recent im 
stance of the insubordination of 
the Viet Namese army command, 

“While this campaign has 
gone on, Diem has been a vir- 
tual prisoner in his residence. 
His constructive program which 


=-;, | consists of the elimination of 


some of the most brazen aspects 
of corruption and social in- 
equity, remains largely a paper 
program. It is kept that way 
by a kind of conspiracy of non- 
ce-operation and sabotage by 
those who oppose him. 

“The political issue in South 
Viet Nam is not Diem as an in- 
dividual but rather the program 
for which he stands. It is un- 
likely that any independent non- 
Communist government can sur- 
vive in Viet Nam, let alone re- 
cover the Vietminh-held areas 
unless it represents genuine na- 
tionalism, unless it is prepared 
to deal effectively with corrup- 
tion, and unless it demonstrates 
a concern in advancing the wel- 
fare of the Vietnamese people.” 

If the Diem government should 
fall, Mansfield went on, the 
United States should consider 
an immediate suspension of all 
aid to Viet Nam and the French 
Union forces there, except that 
of a humanitarian nature, pre- 
liminary to a complete reapprais- 
al of United States policy. 

“Unless there is reasonable 
expectation of fulfilling our ob- 
jectives the continued expendi- 
ture of the resources of the 
United States is

‘Steamboat Mail’ 
Coming Up the River 


By Robert E. Hannon 


HE towboat St. Louis Zephyr, now several 
days out of New Orleans, is due here early 
next week with a cargo that hasn’t been 
carried on the Mississippi river for nearly a 
half century. It is 
transporting mail. 
Approximately 7000 
letters, in fact, each 
bearing 6 cents 

postage. 

Who would want 
to send first class 
mail on a “river 
boat when it could 
go by plane for 6 
cents? Stamp cok 
lectors, of course.

collection? 

In accordance with a postal law of 1825, which 
is still on the books, Capt. Marion Stiles of the 
Zephyr will deliver the mail to St. Louis Post- 
master Bernard F. Dickmann. He must also 
present a certificate specifying the number of 
letters he carried, the name of his vessel and 
the place from which it last sailed. In return, 
the po r must pay the shipmaster two 
cents for each letter. The mail then will be for- 
warded through regular postal channels to ad- 
dressees all over the United States and in sev- 
eral foreign countries.

REVIVAL OF the steamboat mail service {s 
being sponsored by the Mound City Stamp Club 
of St. Louis in connection with the annual meet- 
ing of the American Philatelic Congress here 
later this month (Oct. 22, 23 and 24). But it re- 
quired cutting a lot of red tape. 

The idea was broached to postal officials by 
Robert W. Murch, vice president of the local 
stamp club and himself an avid collector of ship 
lettere (a specialized field of philately). Fa- 
miliar with the old postal law but uncertain 
whether it had been repealed, Murch made in- 
quiry of Postmaster Dickmann. The matter went 
to’ Washington. In due course, it was decided 
the law still was in force and Postmaster Gen- 
eral Arthur Summerfield authorized the special 
service. — , 

The Postoffice Department had to decide 
which fund to tap to compensate the ship cap- 
tain. Its supply division had special rubber 
stamps made with which to cancel the mail with 
the word STEAMBOAT, as required by the old 
law. The local superintendent of mails re- 
arranged working schedules to process and han- 
dle the extra load. And Dickmann prepared to 
a ory a duty a St. Louis postmaster hasn't 

ad to do since the 1860s when the last non- 
contract steamboat mail arrived here. Some 
mail continued to be carried under contract on 
steamboats until about the _ of the century. 

MEANWHILE, .. having received approval, 
Murch inserted small notices about the special 
ship mail in several philatelic papers. He also 
published instructiong for collectors desiring 
“covers,” as they call envelopes: Prepare a self- 
addressed envelope with 6 cents postage affixed 
and send it to him. Murch was overwhelmed by 
the response. 

Daily, for several weeks, a weary postman 
dumped a huge pile of envelopes on his desk 
until they grew into a mountain. They came 
from every one of the 48 states and from 
Canada, Mexico, Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, 
Sweden and England. 

Last week Murch packed the mail in a big 
box and put it aboard the Zephyr as it left St. 
Louis for its downriver trip to New Orleans. 
It is now on its way back upriver, along with 
several barges of gasoline. The fact that the 
vessel is powered by diesels, not steam, is im- 


material.

“THE 1825 POSTAL LAW governing non- 
contract steamboat mail apparently was passed 
because too many river boats were carrying 
‘bootleg’ mail,” Murch explained. “As a favor 
to friends and mercantile houses whose cargo 
he might be carrying, a captain would accept 
mail and deliver it personally at various ports 
up and d the river. Of course, it bore ho 
postage, which meant the Govefnment was ls- 
ing revenue. 

“To stamp out the practice, the old law di- 
rected the Postmaster General to pay a fee of 
2 cents per letter to any steamboat captain 
not under a mail contract for all letters posted 
aboard his vessel and carried from one port in 
the United States-to another. In order that the 
Government wouldn’t lose monye on the. deal, 
it also provided that letters conveyed by ves- 
sels not regularly employed in carrying mail be 
charged double postage to cover the captain's 
fee. That’s why ad a = takes 6 cents.” 


IN THE GOLDEN AGE of steamboats, it be- 
came a common practice for the mail clerks 
on the vessels to stamp the letters with some 
distinctive mark to designate their boats and 
thus gain a bit of free advertising. Prized by 
collectors, old steamboat “covers” may be worth 
$5 ta $100—and much more if they bear the 
mark of a famous vessel like the Natchez, the 
Robert E. Lee or the Sultana, which blew up in 
1865 with loss of 1547 lives.

Highland Fantasy 


DON’T think M-G-M has captured quite the enchant- 
ment in its filming of “BRIGADOON,” that the musical 
had on the stage, but it's an amazingly beautiful produc- 

tion. In the CinemaScope production, at LOEW'S STATE 

\ THEATER, the low-key colors and misty, 
rh “ rugged loveliness of the Scottish moun- 
I A tains has been reproduced in some great 
sound-stage sets by designers Cedric Gib- 
bons and Preston Ames. The march of 
the clans to the wedding of Charlie and 
Jean and the wedding dance has been 
made a wild and vivid spectacle under 
Director Vincent Minelli’s theatrical hand. The torchlight 
chase after the rebellious Harry Beaton is a tumultuous, 
surging thing. Almost everything about the movie is eye- 
filling. 

The fantasy of a Scottish village which was sent to 
sleep in the mists 200 years ago in a religious miracle and 
wakes up every hundred years to live another day, has 
its tender and lively moments on its more intimate side. 
Cyd Charisse’s song as Fiona, “Waitin’ for My Dearie,” is 
sweetly done, and the “I'll Go Home to Bonnie Jean” led 
by Jimmy Thompson is lilting. But the contributions of 
stars Gene Kelly and Van Johnson, as the two hunting 
Americans who wander into the bewitched village, aren't 
all that might be expected. Gene’s dance amidst the heather 
with Cyd, one of those falling-in-love bits of choreography, 
is all right, though it shows more stylization than imagi- 
nation. But his singing of “Heather on the Hill,” and 
“Almost Like Being in Love,” is vocal weakness in the 
musical, (Then, too, the best song in the show, the haunting 
“Come to Me, Bend to Me,” has for some unaccountable 
reason been left out.) Van's cynical comedy obbligato to 
Gene’s romanticism doesn’t jell very well either. A. far 
better comedy touch is shown in the New York bar scene, 
a crackling, sophisticated satire on the smart cocktail crowd.

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It Ain't Funny, Jacques 


Let’s try to be fair about the thing. Let's start off by 
noting that most of the New York and magazine critics 
seemed to be simply bowled over by the hilarity of “MR. 
HULOT’S HOLIDAY,” the French film now at the SHADY 

Wt OAK and RICHMOND. That they saw in 
the star, director and writer, Jacques Tati, 
another Chaplin. That the film won the 
grand prize of the “international film crit- 
ics” at the Cannes Film Festival for what- 
ever that is worth at that politically-rigged 

_ affair. Then I'll add my timid little bit. 
To wit, that I thought it fell as flat as the 
new Dior bust line. 

Tati’s style certainly is modeled after Chaplin's, slav- 
ishly so, although there is no physical resemblance at all. 
The actor-director is a blond fellow with a weak chin whose 
comic gimmick is to pedal briskly about on his toes, shoul- 
ders hunched forward and arms swinging, a canvas hat 
pulled down over his eyes and a small pipe in his mouth. 
His character is that of an amiable, fatuous ass, the type 
usually associated more with low-comedy caricatures of 
Englishmen. He is purely a pantomimist. The only word 
he uttérs in the film is to give his name to the room clerk 
at a seaside resort hotel. 

The character certainly has his points as comic mate- 
rial, and {it’s up to the teeth in visual gags. Tati has a funny 
little automobile which sputters and bangs like a circus tin- 
lizzie. He kicks someone in the rear on a mistaken notion 
the man is a Peeping Tom at a bathhouse, and then hides 
amidst the bathhouses. He assiduously paints a small boat, 
but the tide keeps taking his paint pot out and returning 
it. The boat breaks in two as he paddles it. He gets into 
a fireworks storehouse and sets them all ablaze. He can't 
make a balky mule behave. There is a pretty blonde at the 
resort who seems affectionately amused by him. There are, 
aside from her, many seashore vacationing types who are 
given in unappetizing caricature, and a sad-eyed waiter. 
Most of it seemed very unfunny to me. The continuity was 
. disjointed, and almost every episode lacked a finishing 
point. Some English dialogue unnecessarily dubbed in for 
the vacationers as a sort of squawking accompaniment to 
the pantomime didn’t help either.

“VALLEY OF THE KINGS,” which opens at the 
ORPHEUM tomorrow is a combination of a sleazy melodra- 
matic plot embossed on a background of the ancient

“We know that our democracy 
was established on Christian 
principles, and if we are to be 
owl leaders, we must follow 

those principles—freedom of the 
indivi - freedom of mind, a 
search for the truth. 

“The feeling of fear we have 
known, the worry that the Ge- 
stapo was right around the cor- 
ner, is disappearing. Two years 
ago, I found fear and tension 
everywhere. It was shocking to 
meet ordinary citizens who were 
jittery and afraid, ministers who 
were afraid to preach peace for 
fear of being called Communists. 
God pity us when we come to 
that. 

“For the first time, when I 
saw that, I was afraid, far more 
fearful of the tension and the 
suspicion than of any bogeyman. 
I have never been afraid of any 
force outside our country. 

“But today, it seems to me 
we have righted ourselves. It’s 
just as I thought then, ‘Give 
Americans enough time and they 
will come out of it.’”’ 

Mrs. Wyker declared that in- 
stead of bemoaning the loss of 
ideals in our former simple, 
rural society, the church must 
recognize the change and follow 
the people into an industrial so- 
ciety in order to help keep the 
same richness of home life that 
we had before. 

“We are in the midst of a 
world revolution, but.I am con- 
vinced we are coming to a bet- 
ter world,” she said.

Therefore, while he increased 
the number of people covered 
by social security, he would 
carefully investigate everything 
which he felt might be carried 
by the states or individuals 
themselves instead of by the 
Federal Government. 

When Mr. Wilson made his 
remark, I thought it simply 
meant that he preferred dogs 
and people who did their Be 
of the work and earned not only 
their own way but perhaps a 
considerable amount for others. 
I rather think all of us in 
America would favor such a 
philosophy. The difficulty is 
that such achievement is not al- 
ways possible. 

Setting up the machinery for a 
particular program and finding 
the right people to administer 
the job for successful operation’ 
is not always as easy as it 
sounds. 

Also, in order to be sure that 
you do nothing unnecessary, 
sometimes you are led into one 
of the mistakes which I think 
Mrs. Hobby highlights.

Therefore, 
we really need legislation to 
provide a building program and 
a training program for teachers 
as well as a change in attitude 
toward the value of our teachers. 
The danger of a middle of the 
road philosophy is that fit is too 
comfortable and does not ac- 
tually recognize the difficulties 
that exist. 


Perhaps I was not so sensitive 
to the comparison between peo- 
ple and dogs because I happen 
to be very fond of dogs.

Food Preferences

66 OST people think that the baby’s growing to look 
M just like his father,” said the proud mother of the 
new baby. That the baby looks like mother or 
father or grandmother or uncle or some other relative is 
seldom surprising to anyone. In fact, it is so much to be 
expected that many hours ofsometimes pointless speculation 
are spent when any baby is young in determining which 
member of the family he most resembles. 
That he looks like his parents or other ancestors sur- 
prises almost nobody. But that he behaves as they do, or 
did, is still a matter for surprise in certain quarters.

FROM OUR POINT OF VIEW, of course, it is not sur- 
prising at all. We believe that behavior is a function of 
structure. That is, we act as we do largely because of the 
way our bodies are structured. The environment in which 
we live can influence our behavior, but in most instances 
it is not the primary determinant of how we behave. 

Thus when a son or daughter expresses some behavior 
which is like hig, father’s, we all too often blame father and 
say that the child has “picked up” that way of behaving 
from him. Rather than suspecting that the child may sim- 
ply have inherited the tendency to behave in this way from 
his father. 5

THIS COMES UP, of course, in relation to almost any 
kind of behavior which the child exhibits. It particularly 
comes up with relation to food preferences. 

So often a boy or girl refuses to eat eggs, or spinach, 
or sea food, or some other everyday item. Mother upbraids 
father and tells him that the child is just copying him. That 
he has refused to eat that certain food and that that is why 
the child is refusing. 

This is quite possibly true. But mother should also 
consider the very real possibility that the child has inheri- 
ted the same sensitivity to certain foods which father has. 

Particularly during the recent war years did this make 
itself apparent. Pre-school children who had ‘never seen 
their fathers, nevertheless often expressed exactly the same 
food fads that their fathers had earlier expressed. 

Certainly parents should ideally set as good an example 
as they can when it comes to eating. But if your children 
are poor or finicky eaters, don’t necessarily blame it all on 
the poor example set by your husband or wife.

The Penny-Ante Uranium Stock Boom 


Investors at Salt Lake City Rush to Buy Shares Despite Warnings; It's Lure of Easy Killing

SALT LAKE CITY, 
Utah, Oct. 15. 


N this capital of the Mormon 

country there are, by official 

edict, no race tracks, poker 
parlors or slot machines. All of 
which is to be expected, your 
typical Latter-Day Saint being 
thrifty as a Pennsylvania Dutch- 
man and canny as the proverbial 
Scot. 

Nevertheless, the city of the 
Saints now boasts some 32 insti- 
tutions where an odd kind of 
legal gambling is going great 
guns. These places are broker- 
age offices dealing almost sole- 
ly in uranium stocks. 

A few are old-line firms with 
memberships in the nation’s 
leading trading marts. And, in 
such time-tested firms, not a 
few partners—and even sales- 
men—take a dim view in deal- 
ing in the stocks of some of the 
uranium stock companies now 
trading across local counters. 

“But when clients swarm in, 
fight their way to your desk, 
and insist on ‘investing’ in a new 
uranium stock issue, what's a 


“broker to do?” asks one of 

them. ; 
Mildly maniacal manifesta- 
tions of Salt Lake City’s 


uranium stock boom are many. 
Tourists, strolling down Main 
street after viewing the many- 
spired Latter-Day Saints tem- 
ple, and hearing the proverbial 
pin drop in the acoustically per- 
fect Mormon Tabernacle, can 
hear Geiger counters click mer- 
rily in Zinick’s sports store, 
where amateur or professional 
prospectors test counters against 
chunks of hot rock, before buy- 
ing such necessary field equip- 
ment for $33 and up. 

A few doors south, in the 
Grabeteria, a restaurant where 
busy business men stand up to 
eat, the visitor can find the cus- 
tomers reading uranium mine 
company ‘prospectuses while 
downing their stew. Maps and 
“offering circulars” of a score 
of stock companies are thought- 
fully placed on racks and dis- 
play boards before the eyes of 
potential buyers.

NE need not even set down 
0 his coffee cup to rush to the 
brokers’ office. There’s a 
stock emporium adjacent to the 
kitchen of the cafe. A sports- 
shirted, eager-beaver salesman 
employed by a firm “specializing 
in Mutual Funds, Speculative 
Issues and Real Estate con- 
tracts,” notes sagely that “a 
sandwich or bowl of soup puts a 
fellow in the mood to buy a few 
shares at lunchtime.” 

Many a neatly engraved “fis- 
sionable paper” has changed 
hands in the Java Broiler, just 
around the corner from the Salt 
Lake Stock Exchange — the 
Broiler being a spot where 
“uraniumburgers,” delicacies 
much like hamburgers, are a 
popular menu item. 

Virtually any day in the week 
finds local newspapers carrying 
such advertisements as: “New 
Issue. 3,000,000 shares of White 
Eagle Uranium Co., Common 
Stock—5ce Par Value, Offering 
Price—10c Per Share.” 

A furniture store offered 1000 
shares of uranium stock with 
each purchase of a $400 living 
room suite, suggesting in its ad 
that the stock might eventually 
finance the outfitting of a whole 
house. And a loan company of- 
fered help “if you need ready 
cash to get in on the uranium 


m. 
How did Salt Lake City be- 


come uranium-happy? To begin 
at the beginning: 


In pre-World War I days, a 
few miners hacked radioactive 
ore from the Book Cliffs near 
Rifle, Colo., and sent the odd 
stuff to Madame Curie’s labora- 
tories in France, at a small 
profit. Came a lull until the 
Government began its hunt for 
uranium in the months when the 
first A-bomb tests were being 
readied. 

Now, with the world on the 
threshold of an atomic era, the 
search for uranium has expand- 
ed, with both amateur and pro- 
fessional prospectors hacking at 
the rimrock in every corner of 
Utah, Colorado, Arizona and New 
Mexico. 


Of course there’s uranium, in 
quantity, in the Colorado pla- 
teau country. More than one 
sizeable fortune has been made, 
as witness Charles Augustus 
Steen. As every Utah schoolboy 
knows, Steen read a mining jour- 
nal article in 1950, then decided 
to leave his former work as an 
oil geologist and hunt uranium. 
After a series of Horatio Alger 
adventures he located his Mi 
Vida mine, now estimated to be 
worth upwards of $60,000,000. 


Many of Steen’s early misfor- 
tunes centered around his in- 
ability to obtain capital. As one 
result, in'a moment of historic 
pique, Steen later bought the 
bank which had refused a loan 
in his seedier days. As another 
result, large numbers of public 
spirited citizens have been, and 
are, forming uranium stock com- 
panies, avowedly to insure that 
any future Charlie Steen will 
have all the capital needed.

HIS is, undoubtedly a worthy 
T purpose. Obviously, the Gov- 

ernment wants uranium ore 
in quantity. In fact, the demand 
is so firm the AEC has guaran- 
teed its purchase price until 1962. 
It pretty well guarantees a profit 
to any mining company wise 
enough to search for ore, find 
same, and bring its uranium to 
the mills that now dot the Colo- 
rado plateau. 

Unfortunately, as the gullible 
public may discover, not all the 
companies issuing stock certifi- 
cates in Utah have legitimate 
title to ore-bearing lands, nor is

Balancing a Heating System. 

OMEWHERE around the 
§ place there is a book on 

heating and somewhere in 
this book it says that a good 
setting for the average thermo- 
stat in the average home is 
around 70 degrees. Now we've 
thought about this for a long 
time and we 
this figure is correct—not for all 
the rooms in the house. 

For example, if we set the 
thermostat so that the kitchen 
is 70 degrees and then turn 
on the range and the oven the 
kitchen is too hot. If we build 
a fire in the fireplace of the 
living room and that’s the room 
where the thermostat happens 
to be located, the rest of the 
house becomes cool or the liv- 
ing room becomes too hot. We 
like our bedrooms to be a little 
cooler than the rest of the 
house and the bathrooms to be 
a little on the warmer side. 

The solution to all this would 


don’t think that. 


be, of course, to have a separate 
thermostat in each room or at 
least in each zone and if you 
are building a new house or in- 
stalling a new heating system, 
you can put in such a system. 
But if you are going to get along 
with your present system, you'll 
have to try some other tricks. 

If you have a forced warm air 
system it’s usually possible to 
regulate the amount of heat 
delivered through the ducts to 
each room by means of damp- 
ers set into the ducts. These 
dampers are located fairly close 
to the furnace. 

For a hot water system, things 
become more complicated. The 
usual way to decrease the 
amount of heat reaching cer- 
tain radiators is to instali metal 
washers in the line. running to 
the radiator to decrease the 
flow of water. If more heat is 
desired, then the pipe size to 
that particular radiator may be 
increased. |

even if they locate it. 

First, it is difficult to spot 
uranium ore in an area nearly 
as large as Pennsylvania—‘“rath- 
er like poking a needle into a 
haystack and probing for a 
dime,” says one mining engi- 
neer. Secondly, due to conflic- 
ting state, federal, Indian, oil 
and grazing laws, many a mining 
claim staked by the representa- 
tives of many a “uranium mining 
company” is faulty. 

But it’s one thing to warn 
“let the buyer beware.” Per- 
suading him to be cautious is 
another matter again. 

For example, on a day when 
some 4,000,000 shares were 
traded, and brokerage offices so 
swamped that the doors had to 
be locked, a New York Times 
correspondent warned readers 
of that newspaper that a size- 
able portion of the issues being 
bartered out Utah way would 
cause head-shaking among solid 
investment advisers. 

Two days later stock sales 
peaked at 7,000,000 shares—with 
brokers reporting an outsize 
number of purchases by New 
Yorkers. 

And, when the SEC sent a 
team of investigators to Salt 
Lake City and Denver to look 
into the uranium steck mart, 
sales went up, rather than down, 

There are sound uranium 
stocks, of course. Such major 
mining firms as Climax Molyb- 
denum, United States Vanadium 
and Vanadium Corp. of America 
are diversified operating com- 
panies with long records in the 

rock mining field. But 
stocks of such firms do not 
sell for pennies and nickels, and 
it’s penny-ante stuff that is 
being peddled with abandon, 
and purchased with even more 
abandon. 

Who buys the penny ante is- 
sues? Bellhops, business men, 
ranchers, steelworkers, store- 
keepers—everyone. The average 
transaction is in the neighbor- 
hood of $100 and a common 
question is: ‘Before I buy, how 
high will this stock go?’” 

Such tales do not center only 
in the west. A Utah lawyer, re- 
turning from Washington, re- 
ported attending a dinner party 
at the home of a Government 
official. 

“Don’t tell John,” said the 
official’s wife to the Utahan, but 
here is $200. Please buy me 
some shares of one of those 
— companies back in Salt

INUTES later—after the 
M proferred money was polite- 

ly declined, the husband took 
the Salt Laker aside. “Don’t tell 
Mary,” he said “but I feel like 
a fling at uranium. Buy me 
worth of stock, will you?” 

It’s not odd that middle-class 
and working class homemakers 
and husbands snap up penny 
stocks, They certainly sound in-, 
expensive. 4 

“After all, if a new stock 
comes out at one cent a share, 
it can’t very well go down, can 
it?” asked one none-too astute 
housewife. 

Even some otherwise saga- 
cious business men have been 
bitten by the uranium bug. 

“With my own eyes, I saw one 
of my clients, the owner of a 
substantial business, literally 
fighting to give a mining claim 
owner a certified $175,000 check,” 


They'll Do It Every Time

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a Salt Lake attorney reports. 
“When I tried to tell him we 
should at léast investigate the 
validity of the land claim he 
shrugged me off. Now he has 
a deed to a chunk of land that 
has a cloudy title. He'll prob- 
ably have to go to court before 
he can even test-drill the claim.” 

Why do business men take fly- 
ers in uranium stocks or uranium 
mining ventures of dubious na- 
ture? 


“I look at it this way,” said 
one stock purchaser. “Years ago 
I had a chance to invest in the 
airplane age—to buy a block of 
stock in a plane-making com- 
pany. I thought better of it, 
looked too risky. I don’t want 
to make the same mistake and 
miss getting in on the ground 
floor of the atomic age.” 


Hundreds of Utah stock pur- 
chasers aren’t thinking of the 
long pull, of course, which is 
doubtless just as well, since le- 
gitimate brokers frankly say that 
45 of the 60 odd stocks now 
trading won't be around more 
than two years—if that long. 


Such stock purchasers keep an 
ear to the ground in cafes, ele- 
vators, barber shops and broker- 
age offices. Avidly they listen 
for word of new stocks soon to 
appear. Almost invariably, thou- 
sands of shares of such stocks 
can be purchased, through “con- 
nections,” for a few cents per 
share. Almost invariably they 
rise with a rush to a dime or 
so when they officially appear on 
the boards. 


By purehasing $50 worth of 
such pengy stoeks, and selling 
promptly when the initial rise 
reaches a peak at perhaps 12 
cents per share, these “investors” 
make a few hundred dollars. The 
majority bank the profit and 
plunge another $50 to $100 on 
the next new issue, neat system 
so ine as present conditions pre- 
vail. 


However, local bankers report 
that far too many people are 


ne 


playing the game with their 
Savings, and may be badly hurt. 

“Withdrawals from savings ac- 
counts were near an all-time 
high at the crest of the boom,” 
Says one leading banker. And 
much of the withdrawn money 
has never come back. 

* = * 

HE big city wiseacres, brok- 
T ers report,a re even less as- 

tute thah their western coun- 
terparts. Many local “investors” 
will at least scan a uranium 
stock company prospectus before 
plunking cash, gauging the po- 
tential value of newly born is- 
sues by the proximity of claims 
to producers. They talk learned- 
ly about “anticlines,” “ore 
lenses,” and the “Shinarump 
formation.” 

Easterners, completely inex- 
perienced in even the jargon of 
the mine fields, seem to have an 
even more interesting method of 
picking uranium stocks. 

“Put the word ‘uranium’ in 
the name of the company and 
your stock is bound to trade 
well,” says one candid promoter. 
“Or chuck in an Indian name— 
Cherokee, Kaibab, Apache or 
Navaho—and they flock to buy. 
Combine the two, and you'll 
have to fight them off the door- 
step.” 

There are no blue-sky laws in 
Utah, although understaffed state 
regulatory bodies are doing their 
best to control brokerage houses 
and new uranium stock issues. 
The SEC does not regulate the 
issuance of stock unless the is- 
suing companies are capitalized 
for more than $300,000 or ad- 
vertise their wares for sale out- 
side Utah. Since, significantly 
or otherwise, nearly all the new 
uranium stock issues floated are 
capitalized at less than $300,000, 
and usually make clear they are 
not being advertised for sale 
outside Utah’s borders, would- 
be investors have at least a 
negative means of gauging their 
potential. But always there is 
the lure of a quick, easy killing.

Since North-South had 27 
high-card points between them, 
they were presumably “well 
within themselves” in reaching 
three no-trump, but as this writ- 
er has emphasized on many oc- 
casions, a declarer cannot re- 
lax simply because he has 
something to spare over the 
academic requirements. 

West made his natural lead, 
the six of diamonds, and South 
took East’s jack with the king. A 
count of sure and potential 
tricks now gave South something 
of a problem. He could count on 
four heart tricks, one spade and 
one diamond, but this meant that 
in all likelihood he would need 
three club tricks to round out 
his contract. 

The chance for three club 
tricks was of course very good, 
but there was also grave danger 
that East would get in while 
South was establishing the suit 
and return a diamond through 
South’s Q-4. 

“Everyone knows that the 
“percentage play” in such a suit 
as clubs, above, is to lay down 
the ace and finesse to the jack. 
Common prudence, however, dic- 
tated a radical change in this 
technique. With two club honors 
missing, the queen and ten, it 
was 3 to 1 that East did not hold 
both honors, and therefore South 
wisely elected to lead a low club 
to the king and return the club 
jack from the board. The fall of 
the ten was only a nice by- 
product of this technique—the 
really vital effect was that East 
was kept out of the lead by 
means of this backward finesse.
